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COFFER  COINS  OK  THE  BAIii.A.M  SHAHS  OF  GULBARGA 
by  Richard  K.  Bright, 


In  pecenr.  years  an  inreflsinp  number  of  Conner  coins  struck 
bv  the  Bahmani  Shahs  of  Gulbarr'i  have  become  available  at 
modest  nric.es  but  the  literature  describinp  these  coir.s  is 
either  expensive  or  seldom  advertised.  The  most  comprehens- 
ive and  available  work  describinp  these  coins  is  "Bahr.ani 
Coins  in  the  Andhra  Pradesh  Government  Museum,  Hyderabad"  by 
Abdul  Waheed  Khan  and  published  in  1961;.  This  article  will 
seek  to  describe  the  corner  coins  of  the  Bahmani  Shahs, 
leavinp  their  coins  in  pold  and  silver  for  a later  date  «3 
the  coins  struck  in  the  precious  metals  are  still  scarce  and 
seldom  offered. 

The  territories  ruled  by  the  Bahmani  Shahs  of  Gulbarpa  were 
in  the  Indian  Deccan  centering  around  present  day  Hyderabad 
and  at  their  greatest  extent  stretched  from  the  Arabian  Sea 
in  the  west  to  the  Bay  of  Bengal  in  the  east.  By  1 33?AD 
these  lands  were  rant,  of  the  empire  of  the  Sultans  of  Delhi 
under  Muhammad  III  Turhlun,  a kinp  of  considerable  military 
ability  but  who  lacked  the  talent  t.o  rule  and  hold  onto  the 
lands  he  claimed.  Being  disatisfied  with  Delhi  rxile,  the 
Deccan  nobles  elected  Nasir-ud-din  Ismail  Shah  as  the  first 
irdenendent,  sultan  np  the  Deccan.  This  was  in  1 361*.  and  aft- 
er a series  of  battles  with  the  Delhi  armies  in  which  the 
Deccan  forces  were  ultimately  successful,  the  southern  gen- 
eral , Zafar  Khan,  became  so  porular  that  Ismail  Shah  decid- 
ed to  abdicate  in  his  favor.  Zafar  Khan  ascended  the  throne 
on  August  ■*,  1347,  taking  the  title  of  'Ala-ud-din  Bahman 
Shah  and  thus  founded  the  dynasty  that  lasted  until  1526.

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enough  to  declare  their  independence  and  formed  the  kingdoms 
of  Golconda,  Ahmadnagar,  Bijapur,  3erar,  and  Bidar. 

The  first  dated  Bahmani  copper  coins  were  struck  by  Muhamma^^ 
Shah  II  but  the  dates  are  seldom  legible  as  they  were  writtj^^ 
out  in  Persian  script  instead  of  numerals  around  the  revers^ 
margin  where  they  were  frequently  struck  off  the  flan,  whol- 
ly or  in  part  and  where,  if  they  were  struck,  they  have  been 
obliterated  due  to  wear  or  clipping.  This  practice  seems  to 
have  been  continued  by  Daud  Shah  and  possibly  Piruz  Shah. 

With  the  coins  of  Ahmad  Shah  I,  the  date  was  written  in  Per- 
sian numerals  in  the  reverse  exergue  or  at  the  bottom  with- 
out an  exergue,  which  practice  continued  on  dated  coins  un- 
til the  end  of  the  state. 

The  mint  name  is  found  on  only  one  copper  type  each  of  Firuz 
Shah,  Ahmad  Shah  I,  and  Ahmad  Shah  II,  that  on  the  coins  of 
Piruz  being  Ahsanabad  (Gulbarga)  while  on  the  latter  two, 
Muhammadabad  (Bidar).  Pathabad  was  an  additional  mint  name 
but  is  found  only  on  a few  silver  coins  of  Muhammad  I. 

In  general,  when  determining  the  denominations  of  these 
crude  copper  dumps,  the  weight  is  of  paramount  importance 
as  the  diameters  can  vary  by  several  millimeters,  depending 
on  the  thickness,  so  that  different  weight  coins  can  have 
overlapping  diameters  (See  Table  II).  Nowhere  have  I been 
able  to  find  an  authority  that  goes  into  much  detail  on  the 
metrology  of  these  coins  but  some  conclusions  can  be  made 
by  comparing  them  to  the  contemporary  coins  of  the  Sultans 
of  Delhi  as  rulers  of  new  states  were  seldom  willing  to  make 
drastic  changes  in  their  coinage  from  that  which  was  already 
in  circulation.  The  Delhi  copper  coins  of  the  period  were 
small  and  counted  as  a falus  of  32  ratis,  a rati  being  an 
Indian  measure  of  weight  at  this  time  equivalent  to  1 .8 
grains  so  that  32  rati  weighed  57*5  grains  or  3*72  grams. 

The  first  three  Bahmani  kings  issued  copper  coins  of  this 
weight  or  its  divisions  and  in  appearance,  they  were  very 
similar  to  the  Delhi  coins.  Piruz  III  of  Delhi  (1351-88)  in 
the  latter  part  of  his  reign  commenced  to  mint  jitals  or 
falus  on  a new  standard  of  LpO  ratis  plus  the  h and  4 pieces 
and  Muhammad  Shah  I seems  also  to  have  issued  a falus  of 
20  ratis  or  2.33  grams.  Coins  continued  to  be  struck  to 
these  two  standards  until  Mubarak  II  of  Delhi  (1421-34)  In- 
stituted a third  standard  of  48  rati  falus  and  struck  the 
single  and  double  pieces.  Piruz  Shah,  his  early  contempor- 
ary, struck  only  the  single  falus  of  this  standard  while 
continuing  to  strike  single  and  double  32  rati  pieces. 

The  first  Bahmani  break  with  Delhi  coinage  came  with  the 
rule  of  Ahmad  Shah  I,  1422-35*  Coins  continued  to  be  struct 
to  the  48  rati  standard  but  besides  the  single  falus,  l^g  and 
triple  pieces  were  minted  while  the  Delhi  rulers  struck 
double  pieces  and  nothing  heavier.  The  double  falus  was 
added  by  the  next  ruler,  Ahmad  Shah  II.  The  four  weights 
were  continued  during  the  reign  of  Humayun  Shah  but  the  l^g 
falus  seems  to  have  been  omitted  during  the  short  rule  of 
Ahmad  Shah  III.  Muhammad  Shah  III,  1483-82  addod  the  small 
-;i  falus.  Two  curious  coins  mentioned  in  Khan  and  apparently 
previously  unreported,  each  weigh  3*47  grams.  This  weight 


co\ild  only  be  exnlained  by  considering  them  to  be  falus 
struck  to  the  12  rati  standard  (See  Table  I),  a standard 
which  had  been  out  of  use  for  a hundred  years.  In  addition, 
the  style  and  apnearance  of  the  coins  suggests  that  they 
were  struck  sometime  before  the  reign  of  Muhammad  Shah  III. 

I believe  that  they  were  coined  by  Muhammad  I who  struck 
several  tynes  of  PP  rati  falus  and  whose  coins  these  most 
closely  resemble.  The  are  designated  II/5  in  the  following 
list. 

Mahmud  Shah,  1482-1513,  continued  to  strike  coins  of  the 
five  weights  of  the  48  rati  standard  of  his  oredecessor  but 
seems  also  to  have  minted  falus  and  double  falus  to  the  lj.0 
rati  standard  which  was  also  revived  in  Delhi  at  about  the 
same  time.  The  last  two  coin  issuing  rulers  continued  to 
strike  to  the  48  rati  standard.

A MESSAGE  FROM  THE  MEMBERSHIP  CHAIRMAN 

With  the  close  of  1972  we  finally  reached  our  cherished  goal  of  500 
active  members  (with  this  month's  applicants).  Our  thanks  to  all  who 
helped  in  achieving  this  goal. 

Also,  I wish  to  thank  the  32$  of  our  membership  who  have  already  re- 
sponded to  our  dues  billing  which  was  sent  out  only  two  short  weeks 
before  press  deadline  of  this  issue.  It  is  this  type  of  wholehearted 
response  that  has  enabled  NI  to  grow  from  14  founding  members  to  501 
members  in  just  eight  and  one-half  years.  During  the  past  six  years

In  addition  to  the  "Numismatic  Achievement"  awards,  two  other  special 
awards  were  bestowed  upon  NI  members  for  special  achievements. 


Dolores  H.  Davis  was  presented  the  first  "NI  Literary  Award"  in  the 
form  of  a Bronze  Medal  for  her  excellent  work  "Czechoslovak  Coins", 
the  first  book  to  be  published  by  Numismatics  International  authored 
by  an  NI  member. 

The  "Board  of  Governors  Award",  which  was  inaugurated  in  1970>  was 
awarded  to  W.  B.  "Bud"  Butterworth.  This  award  is  paid  for  by  the 
Board  members  and  goes  to  the  person  who  they  feel  singly  did  more 
for  the  betterment  of  Numismatics  International  during  the  year  than 
any  other  member.  The  award  to  Bud  is  the  culmination  of  two  years 
work  on  the  committee  which  conducted  the  first  five  NI  Mail  Bid 
Sales.  It  was  mainly  through  Bud's  efforts  in  handling  these  sales 
that  we  were  able  to  apply  the  profits  from  the  sales  toward  reduction 
of  our  club  deficit.  The  deficit  was  completely  erased  during  1972 
and  the  club  is  now  operating  in  the  black.  The  "Board  of  Governors 
Award"  is  not  awarded  each  year,  only  in  the  years  that  it  is  felt 
a single  member  is  deserving  of  the  award. 


The  cut-off  date  set  for  consideration  of  Awards  in  any  calendar  year 
is  October  31st.  Annually,  achievements  eligible  for  awards  in 
November  and  December  will  be  honored  in  the  following  year's  presen- 
tations. 


Bruce  Smith's  "WHAT'S  IN  A NAME?" 

RIDER : A Scottish  coin  issued  by  James  III  about  1470.  The  design  of 

the  coin  consisted  of  a mounted  rider,  hence  the  name.  The  Dutch  RYDER 
issued  in  gold  is  so  named  for  the  same  reason.  Another  similar  coin 
in  silver  is  called  a RIJDERDAALDER,  that  is,  rider  dollar. 

CAVALLO : A small  copper  coin  of  the  Two  Sicilies  probably  introduced 

about  1490.  Said  to  be  so  called  because  of  the  design  of  a free 
horse  and  the  inscription:  "Equitas  Regni"  (reign  of  the  horse?  year 

of  the  horse?).  Cavallo  of  course  means  horse. 
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IMPORTANT  NEWS  ABOUT  A NEW  BOOK  ON  MOROCCAN  COINS 


Submitted  by  Robert  L.  Ballard 

(Ed.  Note:  The  following  is  a letter  received  from  member  Ballard 

concerning  the  manipulation  of  values  in  a new  book  on  Moroccan  coins 
which  benefits  the  author. ) 

As  an  avid  collector  and  researcher  of  the  numismatics  of  Morocco,  I 
have  established  several  contacts  both  in  Morocco  and  the  neighboring 
countries.  I correspond  with  several  numismatists  in  the  Mediterranean 
area.  One  of  these  individuals  in  Senor  Jose  Maria  Sanchez-Giron 
Blasco  of  Ceuta  who  recently  published  a reference  on  Moroccan  coins 
titled  "Monedas  de  Marruecos".  The  book  is  soft  covered  with  the 
text  in  both  Spanish  and  English.  It  lists  the  struck  coinage  from 
Hassan  I (1879)  through  the  current  ruler  Hassan  II  with  some  histori- 
cal data,  counterfeits,  and  patterns,  all  with  dates  and  mints  and 
most  with  prices. 

The  subject  of  prices  is  the  reason  for  writing  this  letter.  Through 
an  unlikely  set  of  circumstances,  I received  copies  of  this  book  from 
three  sources.  Sr.  Giron  sent  me  an  autographed  complimentary  copy, 
a friend  in  Tangier  sent  a copy,  after  I had  purchased  a copy  from  a 
dealer  in  Madrid.  The  coin  valuations  are  printed  on  a separate  list 
inside  the  back  cover.  The  copy  from  Giron  listed  prices  in  Spanish 
pesetas,  the  Madrid  copy  was  in  US  dollars,  and  the  Tangier  copy  was 
prices  in  Morocco  dirhems.  This  system  would  be  quite  advisable  ex- 
cept for  one  reason.  The  author  has  manipulated  the  valuation  so  he 
can  buy  certain  keys  and  sleepers  at  low  prices  in  Spain  and  Morocco 
while  he  shows  the  values  at  several  times  that  price  to  numismatists 
away  from  the  Mediterranean  area. 

Such  tactics  are  very  unfair  to  readers,  collectors,  and  researchers 
who  will  most  likely  see  only  one  valuation  list  as  it  comes  with 
their  copy,  depending  on  where  their  copy  was  purchased.  Almost  all 
of  the  coins  listed  are  inconsistent  with  nomal  currency  conversion 
rates.  Some  of  the  best  examples  are:

For  those  who  are  not  current  on  the  exchange  rates,  the  dirhem  are 
about  4.6  to  the  dollar  (22  cents  each)  and  the  peseta  are  about  62 
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to  the  dollar.  A bit  of  comparison  with  the  valuations  listed  will 
show  the  manipulation. 


Sr.  Giron  asked  me  to  edit  his  book  and  offer  any  corrections  or 
criticism  noted.  He  mentioned  that  he  intended  to  publish  a second 
edition  and  include  about  100  years  of  coinage  prior  to  the  first 
edition  coverage.  I told  the  Senor  that  I preferred  not  to  be  associ- 
ated with  his  publication  and  admonished  him  for  his  deception. 


Perhaps  you  will  find  it  in  the  best  interest  of  your  readers  to  inform 
them  of  this  situation.

GERMAN  NOTGELD  SHOWING  WITCHES 


Most  of  the  witch  theme  notgeld  seem  to  center  around  the  Brocken, 
highest  mountain  in  the  great  Harz  range  stretching  across  central 
Germany.  According  to  local  legend,  each  year  on  the  evening  of  April 
30th,  witches  rode  their  broomst  icks  and  goats  through  the  air  to  the 
top  of  the  Brocken  to  celebrate  some  hellish  festival.  Notgeld  dated 
"Walpurgis"  or  "Walpurgisnacht"  refers  to  this  occasion.  The  Kahla 
witch  note  adds  30  April  while  the  Thale  issue  assumed  that  every  in- 
habitant knew  the  date  and  meaning  of  Walpurgis.  Except  for  Kahla, 
the  towns  using  witch-Brocken-Walpurgis  themes  seem  to  be  those  lo- 
cated nearest  to  the  mountain  itself.  A restaurant  built  high  on  the 
mountain,  the  Brockenhaus,  also  issued  notes  featuring  the  witch 
topic.  The  notes  are  signed  by  Rudolph  Schade,  der  Brockenwirt  or 
proprietor  of  the  restaurant.  Schierke,  name  of  the  nearest  town, 
does  not  appear  on  the  notes  issued  by  the  Brockenhaus. 

The  German  writer,  Goethe,  used  the  Walpurgis  night  legend  in  his 
famous  play,  "Faust".  Scenes  from  the  play  are  pictured  on  notgeld 
issued  by  the  town  of  Schierke.  The  10  and  75  pfg.  notes  of  Schierke- 
Brockenhaus  issue  dated  1 July  1921  allude  to  this  classic  story. 
Schierke  and  several  other  towns  issued  notgeld  with  specific  refer- 
ences to  Goethe  and  his  writings.  A complete  collection  of  Goethe 
notgeld  would  present  a challenging  but  rewarding  enterprise.

GDR  5 Mark  1972,  Brahms  Commemorative: 
A Musical  Falsification

Johannes  Brahms  died  on  the  3rd  of 
April,  1897  in  Vienna. 

The  German  Democratic  Republic  (GDR) 
has  struck  a 5 Mark  coin  dated  1972 
in  Copper-Nickel,  29mm,  designated  in 
R.  S.  Yeoman's  "new  issues"  as  Y-37- 
The  coin  commemorates  the  75th  Anni- 
versary of  the  death  of  the  famous 
musician. 

The  inscription  on  the  obverse  of  the 
coin  consists  of  the  name  "Johannes 
Brahms"  and  the  years  " 1833  1897  " of  his  birth  and  death.  Between 
them  you  can  see  the  five  lines  with  the  clef  and  the  horn  motif 
incipit  from  the  finale  of  the  first  symphony.  (introduction:  in 
Latin  incipit) 

The  sequence  of  the  notes  is  "e-d-h-g".  This  sequence  is  not  correct. 
The  correct  sequence  is  "e-d-c-g",  consequently  the  coin  is  a musical 
falsification. 

Surely  the  value  of  this  coin  will  increase  due  to  this  error. 


BOOK  REVIEWS 


Thomas  E.  Mowrey:  "One  Cash  Coins  of  China's  Manchu  Dynasty,  1644- 

1911",  St.  Paul,  the  Author,  32  pp.,  illustrated: 


This  catalog  serves  two  useful  purposes,  as  a beginner's  guide  to  this 
series  of  cash-type  coins,  and  as  a handy  checklist  for  advanced  col- 
lectors to  carry  with  them  when  visiting  coin  bourses,  etc.  It  has 
several  faults,  however,  which  hopefully  will  be  corrected  in  a sub- 
sequent edition. 


In  the  first  place,  it  ought  to  be  retitled  l659-19H>  as  the  catalog 
does  not  cover  coins  of  the  first  ruler  of  the  Ch'ing  dynasty  bearing 
only  Chinese  characters,  the  "series  one"  coins  with  a single  Chinese 
mint  character  top  or  right  on  the  reverse,  or  the  "series  two",  with 
the  Chinese  mint  character  on  the  right  and  the  theoretical  value  of 
one-li  on  the  left.  Secondly,  two  of  the  other  mints  are  missing,  the 
Tai-yuan,  Shansi,  mint  with  the  character  yuan  in  Chinese  and  Manchu 
(series  4),  and  the  coins  of  the  mint  Kung-ch'ang,  Kansu,  which  the 
author  perhaps  confuses  with  Kuang-chow,  Kwangtung.  On  the  other  hand, 
he  has  given  several  Nan  (Hunan)  coins  to  An(king) • An  does  not  have 
a "dot"  to  the  left  of  the  script.  Coin  no.  6308  shows  a good  example 
of  an  Anking  coin. 


The  illustrations  are  not  very  good.  The  mintmarks  on  pages  8-9  are 
not  as  good  as  those  on  page  30.  The  author  refers  throughout  to 
words  attributed  to  Mr.  Schjoth  (Fr.  Schjoth's  "Chinese  Currency"), 
which  are  in  actuality  thoughts  expressed  in  the  revised  edition  by 
Virgil  Hancock. 


On  page  7 the  author  notes  an  "important"  variation  of  the  Ch'ien  Lung 
coin.  Here,  he  should  follow  the  advice  he  gives  on  page  9>  for  such 
variations  are  not  too  important. 


The  author  attempts  to  give  five  grades  of  condition  to  which  he  af- 
fixes five  valuations.  I think  this  is  a bit  too  much  for  these  cast 
coins  but  if  the  reader  can  recognize  the  five  categories  of  wear, 
more  power  to  him. 


All  in  all,  the  book  is  a good  vade  mecum,  and  is  perhaps  helpful  to 
those  collectors  who  cannot  find  up  or  down  on  these  Chinese  coins. 
Another  edition,  and  the  bugs  can  be  extracted.
